TWO ARTISTS GONE. 

James Hamilton, the marine paint- 
er, died here yesterday. It is little 
more than a week since Charles Nahl 
was buried. The latter has a coast 
reputation only. Hamilton’s is a na 
tienal one. The one death following 
so closely upon the other naturally 
puts. the men in one’s mind together, 
but they illustrated the extremes of 
artist-life. Nahl was one of the most 
retiring men possible. He shut him- 
self within himself and had very few 
intimates, devotiting himself to the 
production of those extraordinary pic- 
tures of early Californian and Mexi- 
can life—awfully jumbled, like a 
house on fire as regards color, but 
wonderful in drawing and action. If 
Nahl had net stayed in California for 
the past twenty years, and had taken 
something besides dusty memories for 
subjects and not wholly trusted his 
inner consciousness for ideas , of com- 
‘position and atmosphere, he. would 
have been better known than Hamil- 
ton. Some of his imitative work— 
butteaflies, humming. birds, and ‘the 
like—are marvels of skill and beauty, 
and would have made his fortune 
abroad. He lived a clean, sedate and 
almost cloister like life, not even as- 
sociating with his fellow artists, and 
died worth $50,000, respected. by all 
who had ever known him, however 
slightly.

The Senate Committee on Railroads 
on the 10th:-instant*: unanimously 
agreed to recommend the passage of 
the Dorsey Pacific Railroad Sinking 
Fund Bill, with certam important 
amendments prepared by Senators 
Mitchell, Matthews, Dorsey, Ransom 
and Barnum. The bill, as thus agreed 
to, is amended by the entire omis- 
sion of the section which provided for 
the reconveyance of: 12,000,000 acres 
of land grants to ‘the Govérnment, on 
condition that the “sifking funds 
should be credited therefor’at the rate 
of $1 25 per acre. '. ‘Thé'section pro- 
viding that the Union Pacific and Cen- 
tral Pacific companies should be given

The Capabilities of Deserts. 
The conquests of man over man are 
far excelled by his victories over nature. 
His vindication of principles although 
accomplished by sacrifice of blood and 
life, are far outweighed by his _persis- 
tence and ingenuity in making all 
things useful to his needs. Time does 
not stay him, neither does span limit 
his desires, and of Jate years his march 
has reached the desert sands, and these 
acres of arid wastes are now forming 
themselves into productive regions 
which support life. There can be no 
better illustration of this last achieve- 
ment than in these western states and 
territories of Colorado, Utah, Nevada 
and Arizona, where man has without 
aid proven that capital may indefini- 
tely multiply the products and pro 
ducers in these homeless regions. The 
subject has received close attention 
recently pending the question as to 
Government aid in this work of re- 
clamation. An exchange says: 


We noticed, the other day, the re- 
ceipt of a fine specimen of sugar man- 
ufactured by the Redonbo Brothers, 
near Yuma. This fact recalls to our 
attention the opinion of Gen. Stone, 
who has traveled extensively over the 
date growing countries of Asia and 
Africa, and who says that the Colorado 
Desert is admirably adapted for the 
growth of the date producing palm. 
The palm flourishes in a dry soil, and 
is indigenous to arid lands. The 
Colorado Desert, also, is specially ad 
apted tothe production, through 1r- 
rigation, of a fine staple of cotton; 
Many portions of this Desert are cover- 
ed by an indigenous growth of hemp. 
Sugar, dates, cotton, and hemp are 
amongst the possibilities of a section 
which is now looked upon as compar- 
atively worthless. We should not be 
in the least surprised if, within the 
next twenty years, this so called des- 
ert should, under a judicious system 
of irrigation, and under the stimulus 
of railway transportation, be remarked 
for a large production of the most 
valued staples of commerce. 


Doctor Wozencraft is now before 
Congres with a petition for a law 
which shall encourage the “farm mak- 
er of the desert.” He believes and 
sbows plainly that there is wealth for 
the nation and honest laborers in the 
arid regions of Colorado, and we 
hope that the legislation which he 
seeks may be granted. Such aid is 
more profitable to government than 
subsidies granted to railroads or great 
corporations. It is in the nature of 
substantial encouragement to home 
builders and taxpayers, and we hope 
that Dr. Wozencraft may obtain a 
legislative enactment which shall help 


each one of these western deserts 
into the productive circles of the 
world. A small concession from 


Government will accomplish this end 
and homes will spring up’ where 
sagebrush has flourished alone. 


The San Francisco Bulletin thinks 
that the Retraction Act ought to pass: 

We believe that a retraction law 
can be framed which is wise and just, 
and which willin no manner abridge 
the rightful liberty of the press. 
It should give the aggrieved party the 
right to summon his accuser before 
competent authority and if the charges 
are disproved, compel a prompt re- 
traction. The threats to follow men 
with personal detraction ought only to 
make the necessity for such a law 
more imperative than ever before. 

There is very little doubt of that 
proposition, however startling it. may 
at first appear. A tariff bill could be 
framed working no injustice whatever, 
but some way it has never been done. 
Have the solons now in Sacramento 
found a model act, or have they 
thrown out a life-preserver for thieves 
and villians? Thisslight point of the 
controversy seems to have escaped the 
Bulletin, and we would say that the 
necessity for an explanation of the 
Billetin’s position is mere imperative 
than before this dose of mush and 
milk above quoted.

The recent victories of the Work- 
ingmen’s party in Oakland and Sac- 
ramento, California, and the strength 
which this new party is attaining on 
this Coast, are facts of sufficien se- 
quence to receive consideration in our 
State and county Nor has the leaven 
of this new political move been unfelt 
in this State. At Tuscarora-a strong 
and well-organized club, numbering 
308 members, has been firmly estab- 
lished. In Virginia City the same 
party has its adherents and may make 
itself felt among the miners and other 
laborers on the Comstock. In our 
own town and a number of others the 
party in question numbers many fol- 
lowers who only await for leaders, and 
very slight additional causes for con- 
certed action and distinctive organiza- 
tion. We apprehend that the ‘ends 
sought are not all stated when it is 
said that the Workingmen only want 
to protect white labor. There is be- 
yond this object an ostensible desire 
to purge both the Republican and the 
Democratic party of corruption, and 
unquestionably there are many honest 
men entangled in this movement who 
fancy that a rabble, however honest, 
to which quantity many members of 
the new party are entire strangers, is 
qualified and can work a partial puri- 
fication of the two parties of our com- 
mon country. The real and stable 
growth of any nation must proceed 
from the mature thought and harmo- 
nious action of its better and more ed- 
ucated citizens. During the progress 
or unrolling history of every land 
there must, as it would seem, by ne- 
cessity, be times when national equi- 
hbrium becomes perturbed. But we 
should not mistake the slight occasions 
of temporary and easily controlled ag- 
itations for causes or forces quite sufli- 


| cient to endanger the advancement of 


society and the deterioration of state 
or national progress. _ In our State, to 
say ths least, there is no occasion for 
a Workingmen’s party. The two par- 
ties in existence are made up in the 
main of men who favor the real prin- 
ciples of this new party.

A Renoite’s Views and Experiences dur- 


ing a Seven-Months’ Inspection 
Tour—Mines, Lands, Ete 
TRE “BR 


From Mr. H. J. Matney, who has 
just returned from Arizona, we learn 
the following facts which we believe 
will prove interesting to our readers : 

Mr. Matney traveled principally in 
Yavapai and Mohave counties, passed- 
over a very large area of country, and 
visited the best mines in that Territory 
He wasin Arizona seven months, and 
so situated that he was enabled to 
learn much of the country, therefore 
his statements embody facts and opin- 
ions which may be not only of inter- 
est but of profit to many whe shall 
read this article.

Arriving at Fort Yuma, which is 
situated on the Colorado, at its junc- 
tion with the Gila river, we go first up 
the Gila 210 miles, to its junction with

L; to 3¢ of a mile wide, but it lies 
in an almost flat, plain country, and 
its waters sluggishly glide onward 
to the Colorado as a stream which may 
be waded at nearly any poirt during 
two-thirds of the year. This salt 
river, if [| may be pardoned the di- 
gression, is one of .peculiar interest. 
Its waters are very strongly charged 
with salt and perhaps other. alkaline 
matter when they plunge into the Gila 
or Pima village, whereas it is known 
that where, the river rises in the 
White Mountains its waters are very 
pure. But some fifty miles from its 
mouth it receives a small tributary 
which issues from the side of a very 
large mountain as an intensely salty 
stream, and madly rushing forward 
very soon joins the Salt river, giving 
to the latter stream its name, and 
character to its waters. There are no 
trees of any considerable size in this 
large section. There is the Pala 
Verda, a small evergreen about the 
size of an ordinary peach tree. It is 
special value. The Mesquite isa tree 
or shrub nearly of the size of the Pala 
Verda, but is more abundant and _ far 
and food. It

for sheep, rabbits, birds, ete. 
is also the Greaswood, a scrubby brush 
which covers the country pretty much 
as the sagebrush does this State, but 
it is not so convenient or useful as our 
invincible sagebrush, since it is sav- 
agely protected by long, ugly thorns. 
In the same region we find some half 
dozen species of cactus. These are 
more abundant than useful. How- 
ever, from the woody fiber of one 
specie a coarse strong paper may be 


made. Another specie bears a small 
berry, which, when one is exceedingly 
hungry, may for the time being an- 
swer as an article of food. A_ third 
specie, with its large, bulbous, juicy 
leaves, may be used asa source of a 
sweetish juice, which answers to 
quench the thirst of one almost fam- 
ishing. | 
MINES. 

Although Arizona is larger than 

Nevada, her population does not ex- 


ceed 15,000 souls. Of these more than 
one-half are Indians and Mexicans, 


therefore one cannot expect that the 
industries of the States and more ad- 
vanced Territories of the United 


States can be found there except in 
their infancy, and few in number. 
The chief industry of this Territory 
is mining. The leading, and by far 
the larger number of mines are located 
in the central, western and northwest- 
ern part of the Territory. These 
mines are, for the most part; in the 
counties through which I traveled, 
and, although. I did not visit all of 
them, I learned much of their general 


character. The ore is principally base | 


silver ore, and is worked at great ex- 


‘pense and disadvantage.  There-. 
fore mines which contain $40 ore, 
unless, as in a very few instances, 


it is free milling ore, can not profitably 


be worked. The Peck mine has some 


very rich ore, but is now in liligation. 
The Tip Top mine located in the Hum- 
bug District, Yavapia County, has 
a rich vein of ore abont five inches in 
width. Butthere is little money made 
in working this ore, as the expenses 
very nearly eat up the earnings. The 
McCracken mine is located in Mohave 


‘county, and is perhaps the best mine 


in Arizona. It has a twenty-stamp 
mill and is shipping considerable bul- 
lion. The week before J left the mine 
it shipped to 8. F, $21,000 in bars. 
The average assay of the ore is $85 to 
the ton, There area hundred other 
mines which are simply locations, They 
have not been developed sufficently to 
pronounce them either mines of value 
or unprofitable claims. 
GENERAL REMARKS, 

_ The climate of Arizona is delightful 
in the winter, but in the summer the 
air is hot and dry. -Of course around 
Prescott, where one finds abundance 
of pine and other. mountain trees; also 
in a few other places in the Territory 
one finds a pleasant climate during the 
year. But five-sixths of Arizona pos- 
sesses a sultry climate during the 
Summer months. About one-third of 
the laboring classes are Mexicans. 
Everything is. high except flour. 
Miners get $4 per day; good mechan- 
ics receive $6 yer day. Greenbacks is 
the currency of the country.: Ishould 
pronounce Arizona a good place for 
most poor men to emigrate—from.

The interest taken in this meeting 
was beyond what we had anticipated. 
Our citizens showed that they mean to 
have a decent school-house; that 
Reno shall be a place where all of her 
children may have, if they will, a good 
common school education. 

The need of another school house was 
felt last year, but it was then thought 
that the scholars could be accommo- 
dated with the present facilities and 
buildings. The number of children 
has largely increased and teachers are 


now crowded into five smiall rooms - 


and a hall with over 60 scholars each, 
for whom they are expected to do full 
justice and properly advance in their 
studies. -_In Mr. Ring’s department 
there are 56 scholars, Mr. Cantrel has 
in charge 65, Miss Emery 60, Miss 
Gibbs, 64 and Miss McNeely 70, total 
315. What is the result? A necessarily 
unsatisfactory state of affairs. Good 
order is nearly impossible, and les- 
sons will not nor can they be thorough- 
ly studied.

Recla’ nation of Alkali Soils. 


[Frem the 8. F. Bulletin.) 


One of the most important applica- 
tions of science to agriculture has 
lately been made by Professor KE. W. 
Hilgard of the State University, We 
refer to the reclamation of alkali soils 
by the use of gypsum, or common 
landplaster, as it is generally called. 
Professor Gilgard has analyzed sam- 
ples of this alkali soil from several sec- 
tions of the State, and finds that all 
contain the same ingredients, the only 
difference being in the relative propor- 
tion of quality of such ingredients. 
These ingredients are carbonate of 
sodium (sal soda), sulphate of sodium 


of sodium, the latter being the smal- 
lest ingredient in their composition. 
There are large quantities of alkali 
soils in the State, and a great portion 
are su impregnated with alkali as to 
be almost worthless, their only natur- 
al product being asailt grass of little 
value, and entirely worthless weeds. 
Many of ott best grain farms in al- 
most every county in the State have 
many acres of this kind of soil that 
will not produce anything under culti- 
vation, and being inspots, surrounded 
with good soil, cannot well be left un- 
cultivated, so that farmers plow and 
sow them annually, or biennially, at 
great cost of labor and seed, and get 
nothing for their laborand seed. Thus 
the profits of cultivating the good soil 
are eaten up and agriculture generally 
rendered less remunerative. There 
are also large quantities of alkali soil 
along nearly all the river bottoms, so

It has been 
said that sugar beets would grow

years the alkali would be extracted, 
but we have yet to learn of single 
instance where this plan of reclama- 
tion has been stccessful. Perdaps 
alfalfa will do better on alkali soils, if 
not to strong in alkali, than‘any other 
culitvated crep or grass, But even al- 
falfa will not grow where’elkali abounds 
‘inany considerable qudntity, except 
when sown tnder the hiest favorable 
circumstances, and it ts almost impos- 
sible for the farmer‘to discover what 
those cirttmstancés’dre. It has been 
discovered that flooding the lands con- 
taining}alkali, particularly when the 
waters deposit “sediment from the 
mountains, greatly improve them. 
This improvemént, we presume, how- 
ever, ‘to be only temporary, the water 
washing some’of the alkali from the 
surface,tdnd ‘the sediment simply re- 
@ucing its'‘pMportionate quantity for 
‘a7season.

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Bill to Promote the Deposit 
of Savings and Refunding 
the National Debt. | 


WASHINGTON, March 18th.—The 
bill introduced by Senator Gordon to- 
day, to promote the deposit of savings 
and the refunding of the national 
debt, provides for the issue of a new 
series of coupon bonds, in the denom- 
inations of $20, $50, $100, $500 and 
$1,000, bearing 8 per cent interest, 
payable at the option of the United 
States, either at the end of twenty 
years or they may be renewed for a 
further twenty years. Payment at 
either date is to be made in the coin 
of the then legal standard. In order 
to facilitate exchange on demand of 
these bonds the $10,000,000 Treasury 
notes, made a special fund by a joint 
resolution at the first session of the 
Forty-fourth Congress's s1'@ to be re- 
placed by a like amount ef the new 
issue, and made a speciki fund to se- 
cure a prompt exchahte of these bonds 
to which fund shall. be added a fur- 
ther $15,000,000—fthis amount($25,- 
000,000) to be withheld from circula- 
tion so long as there are bonds paya- 
ble or subject to call, bearing a higher 
rate of interest than four per cent per 
annum. The bonds herein directed to 
be issued shall state upon their face 
that they are payable upon demand, 
with sectred interest, in any legal 
paper thoney issued directly by the U. 
Treasury. The Secretary of the 
Treasury is required to cease further 
refluction of Treasury notes below the 
sem of $350,000,000, and to replace 
old and worn notes, he shall issue a
